THE composite photograph of the Arkansas Industrial University faculty re- 
produced below was presented to the WCHS by Mrs.W.F.Dunn of Oklanom: City. 
The picture was made by Mrs, Young, well-known Fayetteville photographer of 
the 90!s whose name still-adorns the front of the brick building on the west 
side of the public square in which she had her studio. 


The picture is undated but was made in 1896 or early 1897. It could not 
have been made before 1896 because Professor Shannon arrived that year. He 
was the last of these 17 instructors to join the A.1I.U. faculty, Five of 
these teachers left the University in 1898 and two others were on leave of 
absence (Menke in 1897 and Futrall in 1898).

Wer-time Diary in Northwest Arkansas 
Edited by W. J. Lemke 


FLASHBACK takes pride in presenting the first publication from the 
diary of Major John Henry Brown, Confederate officer who printed a war- 
time newspaper in the courthouse that stood where the Fayetteville post 
office now stands, This installment covers the period from Sept. ll, 
1861, when he left Texas, to New Year's Eve in Fayetteville. Most of 
the action which Major Brown describes occurred in Washington and Ben- 
ton counties. 


A continuation of the diary will appear in the next issue of the Ark- 
ansas Historical Quarterly. It recounts the journey of Najor Brown with 
General Ben McCulloch's: body ~from Pea Ridge to the funeral in Austin, 
Texas — a 33-day journey by wagon. It is graphic narrative, Readers

We are ‘able to publish the Brown diary -- an important cankelbitinn 
to the Civil War history of this section -— because our Society has se- 
cured photostatic copies of the original, which is in the Archives of 
the University of Texas Library. The diary entries that follow are as 
Brown wrote them in his little 46-inch notebook, 


September 1861 


On the llth met Julius and brought him along. Noon same day overtook 
lir,R,P,Clair & son John with 2 two-horse wagons hauling my baggage. We 
four make up. the party. 


13 miles this side of McCarty's, 133 from Red River, is a spring-fed 
sandy creek, good and never failing water. ~ Thence 94 to the Blue, a 
large bold creek whereon is Nail's mill. Thence 10 miles to a creek 
standing in pools among large sand stone. This is 3 miles N, of Le= 
Flere's where is a good well. 


This side of McKinney met the first fanilvaotuMesacurians 

2a at Choctaw below Sherman. 

3d in Sherman. 4th at McCarty's. 5th this side of Nail's.

& Lerd there, Thence to Riddle's on Big Fourche Maline 17 miles & 
ines of water — only small pools between, 


23d - 34 miles to Little Maline — occasionally small pools — the 
creek at the Narrows water plenty 15 miles -- thence to small creek in 
pools 10 miles & out to prairie by an Indian cabin 1 mile where we 
camped & got hominy & sweet potatoes. - 


24th - Up the prairie 3 -—— over ridge 1 mile to creek with water 
plenty — thence 4 miles to pools in creek to the left of road in cane 
brake -— thence 1 mile to Daniel's, a fine spring & creek -- thence 3 
miles to bridge & creek, water plenty -- thence 5 miles to Buck creek, 
Choctaw regiment 1 mile above —- water scarce -——- thence 9 miles to 
Scullyville. — . 

Andrew Jackson Anderson of Capt. Russell's co., -Greer's. Regt ., 
wounded, furloughed for 30 days Sept.20 & wants discharge. 


25th - Scullyville to Ft.Smith 16. To VanBuren 6, To Logtow 13. 
Rained at night -— stopped in house, 


26th - To forks in road at Lee's Creek 19. Up Cove Creek 3, 


27th - Up Cove Creek, crossing it 32 Eines. over an arm of Bee ais 
down on the waters of mnienol's to. J. Mock's 23, *. 


28th -— Northwestern course to Scribner's, Clary's old place Th. 


29th (Sunday) - Northeast to Wm, Cunningham's at Mount Comfort 3 
miles west of Fayetteville 8. Here we rest & recruit for a few days, 


30th - Visited Fayetteville --— saw Gen,McCulloch, his aids, Messrs, 
Armstrong and others. Returned. 


Oct. 1, 1861, Remain at Cunningham's fixing up arms, 
Oct. 2&3 at same. : 


Lth — Went into Fayetteville -- met my cousin Tenis Kerr & Mr. Lough- 
ten of Jackson Co., Texas, who returned & passed the night with us. 


Oct. 5 — Kerr & I went on to Camp Walker ** -— rained nearly all dey. 

6th Sunday. — We spend the day quietly at Mr.Cunningham's whose’ in~ 
telligent, amiable & Christian family attend Sabbath School at Mt, 
Comfort Church, near by. 


Mem, —— Wrote Mary from Milford, Breckinridge, sherman, Boggy Depat, 
Scullyville, and on the 2d from Cunningham! s ~- .in al}: 6 letters: in

F. C. Armstrong, aid-de-camp Maj.Armstrong, R.M. Tevis, Lieuts, Dillon, 
Thornton, Gasden & Ganzlaen & the staff generally, with train. Reach 
Neosho 22 miles & find the Missouri army entering, retreating from 
Fremont. Gen.Price, Gov.Jackson & from 10 to 15,000 composed the badly 
organized mass. We then’moved on the Carthage road eight miles. While 
Gen.McC sent expresses’ to concentrate all his forces by a counter move 
on Bentonville, Arks. |

Stevens. At this place met Martin Wilkison, formerly of Livingston Co,, 
Mo.,. an old neighbor & friend of old uncle Joe, John & Sol Cox -- 
lives near Bentonville -- once lived in Cook Co., Texas -——- is going to 
Wise Co. soon, 


25th —- Remained at Camp Stevens -- wild pigeons in great numbers 
killed here, The troops moving forward to various convenient positions 
for supplies, 


26th - Julius hurt in pigeon hunt last night and left at Jefferson's 
14 miles above Bentonville -- went after him this morning -- not much 
hurt. Brought him to new headquarters at 12-cornered church on Pea 
Ridge. Met Dimmitt of Georgetown, Texas, in road -- also Lt, Martin of 
Collins .& Lt, Rather of Dallas. Got Austin Gazette of Sept.28th at 
Jefferson's, 


27th - In camp all day. 


28th - With i:cCulloch ‘and Frank Robinson went to Greer's camp on 
Sugar Creek -— thence up creek to Telegraph Road and up that to Maj. 
A.S.Harbin * where we dined & thence returned to camp, 12-Cor, Church. 


29th - My birth day. Clear & cool. Mr.Standley & two sons from Dal- 
las called enroute for Boone Co., Mo. Churchill's regt. & Whitfield 
moved up yesterday. Lane, McIntosh & Stone move up today. 


30th - Headquarters moved 10 miles from 12 Corner, to Camp Harbin, 
at a school house & spring 23 miles below Keitsville. In the afternoon 
I rode into Keitsville to meet my quondam friend Sam Fullbright, but 
failed to go to his camp. Heard that the Missouri Legislature, eat 
Neosho, had passed the Ordinance of Secession. | 


Nov. 1, 1861. With Sam Fullbright went to visit the Missouri army at 
Cassville, Visited the Legislature in recess. Met Jim Gatewood, repre- 
sentative from Vernon formerly of Pike, Gen.M.M.Parsons, Senator David 
R. Atchison & others. Passed the night with Burbridge's regiment, the 
guest of Lt.Col. Hull & capt. Bankhead. Met John R. Hopkins & Sol 
Hughlett, friends of my childhood -- gr-son of Alex Jackson, one of 
Jno. S. McCune, Capt. Dorsey, son of Col. E. W. Dorsey decd, a son of 
Elezer Block, James Kincaid, a son of John South, and many other sons 
of men whom. I knew in boyhood!s days -- also Turpin a newcomer, It was 
a pleasant reunion with melancholy tales of the wrongs and outrages 
committed on their families, ** 


Nov. 2 — Called & dined with Col. (Lieut.) J.P.Major and returned to 
Head Quarters at Harbin's school house. 


* Harbin lived 14 miles south of Keitsville (present- 
day Washburn, Mo.). Harbin's was a stop on the Butterfield 
Overland Mail from 1858 to 1861. 

** The boyhood friends whom Major Brown met at Cassville 
were mostly’ from northeast Missouri. 
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Nov. 3 - Sunday - Went to the camp of Springfield refugees, near 
Keitsville, and met John Lair, a nephew of Mrs. Anderson of Bastrop, 
Texas. Hearing his name and recollecting the passage of his father's 
fomily from Ky. to Missouri through Pike in 1827, I enquired & found 
he was one of the boys -- now a rather old man. He is a blacksmith at 
Springfield & has several negros. Thence to Keitsville for dinner & 
back to camp. 


Nov. 4 — My dear Clara is ten years old today. May Heaven's choicest 
blessings attend her sweet spirit through life & render her ever, as 
now, a blessing to her parents, brothers & sisters. ~ 

We have had a two nights! visit from Judge Burford, Capt. Harmon of 
Hopkins, & jesse Marshall of Sherman, Howard of Young's regiment also 
arrived yesterday. Gen. McCulloch has gone to Keitsville to meet Gen. 
Price in conference. 


Nov. 5 = McCulloch again met Price. I am sick today from diarrhea 
last night. Price has made, since his general exchenge a few days 
since, another with Fremont, giving up the Federals taken at Spring- 
field in Frazier's skirmish, 


Nov. 6 — Better today -- dined at Harbin's -- again met Harry, the 
son of Jack McCune. The usual rumors prevail & information deemed 
pretty reliable leads to the belief that Fremont has about 30,000, 
Wrote to my wife today. 


Nov. 7 -— Freeman called on his way to Texas this morning & took my 
letter to Mary. Churchill's regiment passed down, Two stray negro boys 
brought in -- say they belong to Col. McGowan of Raines! Brigade. 


Nov. & — McIntosh & Stone dropped back to Spring 13 miles N.E. of 
Keitsville, Wm.Armstrong & Reuben Hornsby of Marrs! Co, arrived last 
night -- Irving Root today. Governor Jackson, en route for Richmond, 
stays with us tonight. Road crowded with refugee families from Miss- 
ouri, 


Nov. 9 — Gen, McC visited McIntosh.* I visited, for the first time, 
my friends in Stone's regiment. 


Nov. 10 — Regiment dropped back to Pea Ridge & thereabouts, I went 
east with Julius, B.S.White, M.L.Walker & W.C.Kvykendall, Returning, 
passed the night at Rutherford's, half a mile east of Telegraph road. 


Nov. Ll - I rejoined Head Quarters at 12-Corner Church. Saw Fowler 
from Lewis Co., Mo., who had come through Springfield. 


Nov. 12 - Col, J.P.Major, Mo.army, visited us today. licCulloch meets 
Price in counsel 10 miles between this & Pineville, 


13th -— Visited Mrs.Patton & dined, Maj.Armstrong & lirs.Calhoun also 
there. Rumor of enemy's scouts 9 miles east of Cassville, also 6,000 
behind them, hear say.

_ The College Cemetery 


The College Cemetery, as it was called, was at the northwest corner 
of West Maple street and Garland avenue. It was a burial ground start- 
ed for students in the 70's. There was a'long row of graves in front 
running north to south and scattered graves besides. A neat plank 
fence surrounded the grounds and the gate was at the southeast towards 
town. It was a rustic place, rather untended, but not altogether unat- 
tractive, for the sun set beautifully over it, and wild flowers grew 
in the poor soil. | 

J.H.Menard, a brilliant pupil from Desha County, died Jan; ll, 1879, 
end was buried here the next day. Then there was a iir, Evans Treadwell 
whose betrothed came up from Alma clad in heavy mourning to his funer- 
al, And a Miss Mills, who either lived or boarded at the Prentiss home 
(site of the present Presbyterian Church). A Mr.Wainwright, whose par- 
ents lived in Fayetteville. And Mr.Waggoner. There was the grave of 
Mabel McNeill, child of Prof.J.F.McNeill; Mr. Vaulx conducted her fun- 
eral. Also, Miss Emily Read, eldest daughter of Dr. J.S.Read of Fay- 
etteville, was buried there. About Commencement time of the year 1902 
& music teacher at the University named Graber died rather suddenly 
(appendicitis) and was buried in the College Cemetery. 

The cemetery was a necessity provided by the A.I.U. authorities be- 
fore trains, buses -- or planes -- reached Fayetteville, Students died 
inmost of them from Typhoid fever in summer and pneumonia in winter, and 
embalming was still a new practice in the town. 

Eventually the cemetery was abandoned and about 35 yeers ago the 


University removed the burials to other cemeteries end built an ath- 
letic field on the site. --- RG 
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Pilgrimage to Johnson | 


A pilgrimage to the Johnson home and mill at the village of Johnson, 
and &n inspection of nearby Zero Mountain, was arranged for our Soci- 
ety on Oct, 7 by the Pilgrimage Committee, of which Mrs. Mertye Bagby 
is chairman, 


About a hundred members and friends gathered at 2:30 at the old mill 
and heard Thomas Rothrock tell the story of the mill and the earlier 


~* mill that was in operation before the Civil War. Rev. William Sherman 


told how, as a boy, he had sat in the third-story window of the mill 
and looked down on the 36-foot overshot wheel that furnished the power. 
_ The mill now uses natural gas as fuel. 


After an inspection of the mill, the group went to the Johnson Home, 
This handsome brick house, built in 1882, has several unusual features. 


ae One is a spiral staircase leading from the entrance hall to the attic. 


Another feature is the paneled—wood ceiling of the living room, still 
resplendent in its original colors, It has never been repainted, in 
its 74 years. The sandstone window sills and the carved limestone 
._ pedestals of the porch columns also attracted attention, as did the 
old brick smokehouse. The bricks used in the buildings were made on 
the place and the stone was quarried nearby. 


The Johnson family served refreshments, after which the group drove 
se the old Johnson lime kiln and cave, 


One of the many caves in the mountain has been refrigerated and con- 
tains thousands of pounds of frozen turkey and other meats. Large re- 
frigerator trucks drive right into the cave, are loaded, and depart 

for such distant points as Atlanta and Philadelphia. After everybody 

--had had a feel of the 5—below-zero temperature in Zero Mountain, the 
‘group gathered outside the entrance to the cave and heard one of our 
Society members, Jack Reed, who owns the mountain, tell the story of 
this unusual cold-—storage project. . 


The opinion of those who made the Johnson pilgrimage was that the 
combination of early history (the mill and Johnson home) and ‘current 
history (Zero iiountain) made this one of our Society's most interest- 


.. ing trips.

Early Days at West Fork 
by Bernice Karnes 


(Editor's note: This history of West Fork was written by Miss Kernes 
in 1930 as a class assignment in Dr. Benson's history course at the 
University. It is an important contribution to the history of our 
county because much of the information was obtained from old-timers of 
the WestFork community. Miss Karnes interviewed Mr.and Mrs, John Jett 
of Brentwood, and Mrs. Nancy Davis, Miss Mary Bloyd, Mr. and irs, Joe 
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Rutherford, all of West Fork. All of these pioneers have since died 
but the information they possessed still lives because Miss iernes re- 
corded it. -—— WJL) 


The territory in the vicinity of West Fork was first claimed by the 
Osage Indians and was frequently visited by them in their hunting 
tours. © It was not probable that they had an established village in 
this region, however. As early as 1806 Cherokee hunting perties were 
coming in frequently and it was this wees which the early settlers 
encountered, 


The fertility of the soil, the ley of the land, ond the accessible 
springs’ made this part of the country attractive to pioneers moving 
westward, 


One of the earliest settlers was Eli Bloyd, who was born in Maryland 
in 1786, emigrated to Virginia, thence to Kentucky, and from there to 
Arkansas Territory in 1816. From the southern part of the territory he 
moved to the neighborhood of West Fork in 1828. This family brought 
all that they possessed in a two-wheeled cart drawn by oxen. The trail 
hed to be blazed ahead as they went through the forest, The mother. 
said that she walked behind the cart and was careful to pick up every 
grain of corn that was dropped. While the land was being cleared and a 
crop grown, the family lived on the flesh of wild animals and honey. 


At the time of this settlement the nearest store was in Missouri, 
the nearest mill at Natural Dam and the nearest neighbor, Major John 
Billingsley, lived seven miles west. The wild Indian and the buffalo 
were roaming at will over the mountains, Mr, Bloyd assisted inthe 
building of the first court house in this county and was’ enrolled on 
the first jury empanelled in this house, 


Another pioneer of this section was Zadok Winn of Bedford County, 
Tennessee, who moved first to Illinois, and then to Arkansas in 1832, 
Other early settlers were Ambrose and Strangeman Hutchinson, Dicke Dye, 
John Rutherford and Andrew Karnes. 


\ title to the land was obtained by entry. By settling on a piece of 
land and paying 50 cents per acre, a deed was secured at once. The 
first recorded entry was that of Banjamin Hardin and Robert iicPhail, 
April 25, 1836. Other early entries were Evan Harrer July 10, 1838, 
Eli Bloyd August 19, 1840, and James Winn July 16, 1840. 


In pioneer days bears, deer, elk, buffaloes, wolves, panthers, wild- 
cats, and turkeys were numerous, The bear, deer and turkey furnished 
meat for the family larder, Bear meat was rendered for grease, which 
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was kept in dressed deer skins, the leg being used as a spout. Occa- 
Slonally someone took a few hides to Springfield to trade for salt and 
coffee, Since maple trees were abundant, sugar could be had by tapping 
the trees for juice and boiling it down. Wild honey found in bee trees 
was plentiful, 


The cabins were made either of round or hewed logs, covered with 
boards, and floored with split logs, dressed down, Not until after the 
Civil War was there a plank house, Mr. Jett said that when he came to 
this community in 1857 there was not a frame house between West Fork 
and ayetteville. . Dressed skins were fastened across the windows to 
admit light, ) 


Furniture in these homes was scarce.A few seats of hewed logs placed 
on pegs, home-made tables and beds were practically all they needed. 
Cooking was done on the fire place in iron pots and Dutch ovens. Not 
long before the war one family purchased a cookstove, an-‘object of 
curiosity for ell the neighbors to inspect, Tin plates and cups, and 
iron knives and forks were common, A few families were fortwmate 
enough to heve delft-ware dishes. 


When asked if they had a light, Mrs. Davis said, "We often used pine 
knots. And then we made a lamp by filling a rock basin with grease in 
which was placed a home-made twisted wick. The wick had to be long 
enough to hang over the side of the basin. Later we bought a cast iron 
lamp that could be hung on the wall." 


Fire was valuable in early days. One old fellow remarked that meny 
times he hed gone a half mile to a neighbor's to borrow fire before 
his mother could cook. breakfast. "My daddy nearly always carried a 
piece of flint and 'punk! (rotten wood) in his pocket. I have seen my 
sister start a fire by pouring powder on a skillet lid on which was a 
piece of cotton and striking the edge with a knife", explained lir, 
Rutherford when asked how fire could be started, 


The earliest settlers wore deerskin suits and coonskin caps. Soon, 
however, cotton was grown and sheep were raisedto supply the materials 
for clothing. Spinning wheels and looms were made by the men but cards 
were usually brought from Springfield. After the cotton or wool was 
carded, spun, and woven into cloth, the finished piece was usually 
dyed before the clothes were made, Walnut, black oak,and hickory bark, 
moss from white oak, red sumac berries, and indigo were used to pro- 


duce the various colors desired, 


‘Mr. Rutherford, upon being asked about clothes in his early days, 

“said, "Why, I went barefooted every year till Christmas and I never 
had a pair of Sunday shoes until I was 16 years old. We paid 75 cents 
or a dollar a pair for cowhide shoes tanned with oak bark, For my Sun- 
day suit I had a pair of jean trousers, either copperas or black, a 
white shirt, and a jean cap which mother made," 


As early as 1838.amill, known as Gilstrap's mill, was located on 
the bank of White River, four miles south of West Fork. This was used 
both for sawing and grinding and was run by a large water wheel. In 
the dry season when the water was too low to turn the wheel a tramp 
wheel was put into operation to furnish power. Oxen were unhitched 
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from the wagon bringing the corn or timber an placed on « slat- 
bottomed structure which moved under them continuously, making it 
necessary for the oxen to walk in order to stay on their feet. Thus 
they furnished the power for grinding corn or sawing logs. 


Mr.Bloyd had a unique way of grinding his corn before a mill was es- 
tablished. A forked stick was placed in the ground neer his spring. 
Balanced in the fork was a pole on one end of which was placed an in- 
clined water trough which when filled by the flowing spring would drop, 
raising a heavy pestle on the other end of the pole. As the water was 
spilled, the trough would resume its position and the pestle would go 
down into the wooden trough below, in which was placed the corn, 


For several years the parents were the instructors of their children 
but as the community became more thickly settled, subscription teach- 
ers conducted three-months terms of school. Free schools were unknown 
until after the war. Fifty cents was paid for the smaller children and 
one dollar for the older ones. 


¥r.Jdett said that he attended one whispering school, ‘jhen asked what 
kind of school that was, he replied, "Why, we always studied and read 
eloud, but the teacher of this school made us whisper." The hickary 
rod had its place in the school room, On the first day of the term the 
teacher read the rules with.this warning, "If you break a rule, I'll 
whip you", and the promise was faithfully carried out. 


The first school house at West Fork known as Dye's Shed was built 
one mile north of the present site of West Fork. In a few years the 
Winn Shed was erected on the Winn farm not far from the present. school 
building. These log houses were built with sheds on the front in order 
that pupils could sit in the open air when the weather was hot, On 
cold days the split log benches were placed in front of the fireplace. 
Pupils took time about occupying the front row. 


The old-fashioned singing school was one of the happy events of 
early days. William Alexander, an early singing teacher, taught his 
pupils to sing by note. Schools often continued for eight weeks, meet— 
ing each Saturday and Sundey for an all-day session, Each pupil paid 
one dollar for the instruction, On the last Sunday of the term every-—- 
one in the neighborhood assembled for an all-day etter to hear the 
pupils demonstrate what they had learned. 


House-raisings, log-rollings, wool-pickings, wood-choppings, corn- 
huskings, and quiltings were often held. If a neighbor needed a new 
house, his friends gathered for a house-raising and within. a short 
time had a new cabin erected. Mr. Rutherford told of his "taking up 
many a corner."' One man was placed at each corner with an axe to hew 
the logs to fit. Others rolled the logs in place. 


_ When land was being cleared, the trees were cut on the entire strip; 
neighbors then’ aided in rolling,them off to burn. At one particular 
log-rolling which was recalled, thirty-two men in groups- of sixteen 
with their captain cleared twenty-five acres in one day, \When the horn 
blew at noon, each side selected a runner to determine which should 
eat first. 
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All-day wool—pickings were frequently held. Loose washed wool was 
piled in heaps on the floor where it could easily be handled, At noon 
the long table was filled with good things to eat and everyone felt 
fully repaid for his work, 


The young people enjoyed the community dances, the old "hoe downs" 
as they expressed it, in which they tripped lightly to the tune of 
"Billy in the Lowland", "Yankee Doodle", "Sally Goodin", "Hop Turkey" 
or "Ding Ole Sam", which some musician drew from the fiddle. One old 
fellow remarked that the boy would split rails all day in order to be 
given a dance at night. "Yes, I danced till daylight and made rails 
the next day, too", he said. 


Prayer meetings and occasionally church services were held in the 
homes or in brush arbors before the school houses were erected, On 
rare occasions circuit riders sent ahead appointments for this place, 


The West Fork Christian Church, with Stephen Strickland as pastor, 
was organized in 1837. This is probably the oldest organization of 
that denomination in Washington County. The organization took place 
under an elm tree where services were held until a house could be 
built. The first officers were William Sscloubatsieueyy S. Strickland, Alfred 
Arrington, Levi Combs and Shelby Conner. 


Camp meetings were frequently attended. Mr.Rutherford remembered one 
held at Middle Fork where his family camped for a week... Cabins had 
been built for camp houses and a brush shed had been erected by the 
school house, Candles stuck in a board fastened on the door furnished 
the light, The altar was well covered with straw. These meetings were 
not..only creat times of religious r revival but were social BOUT 
as well, 


“In 1838 the post office was established, first in the home of Billie 
Knott, then moved to Woolsey ~ which bore. the name of West Fork, and 
ater: moved to the present village of West Fork, 


The people of this community were actively engaged in the Civil War. 
‘Many ‘soldiers were furnished, probably 25 or more, to both armies - but 
chiefly to the Union army. Many more were listed as Home Guards, 


Cn April 27, 1861, the voters of Woot Fork township passed the fol- 
lowing resolution: 
- First: That we are opposed to any ordinance of secession. 

. Second: That we utterly oppose any action in the State Convention 
that will sever the State of Arkansas from the Federal Government with- 
out. a full and fair expression of the loyal voters of the State. 

Third: That in case of an ordinance of secession we wish to cooper- 
ate with other border states or state, 
Fourth: That we are opposed to any act of the Convention that would 
- unite us with the Southern Confederacy as it now exists. 


Signed: C.G.Gilbreath, W.R.Dye, J.C.Stockburgers, D.E. Robinson, A.W. 
Reed, John Rutherford, Thomas McKnight, W.D.Dye, Committee on Resolu- 
tions, 
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During the war those who remained at home endured many hardships. 
Mr, Rutherford is quoted as saying that his family lived for a week on 
nothing but potatoes with no salt nor bread, Ali the salt that many 
people had for a long time was obtained by boiling water which had 
been poured over dirt dug up in the smoke houses, Near the close of 
the war James Winn went to Springfield for a load of salt which cost 
50 one per pies 


The Seaniece and Pintwiackens took all the food supplies ties bedi 
find, Every family had secret hiding places in caves, bluffs or stumps 
for their food, Many times ‘they were unable to hide what they had 
quickly enough and everything was taken or destroyed. The bushwhackers 
caused the real trouble. An old lady remembered how they came to her 
home the second time in one day. Each band went through the house tak- 
ing or destroying whatever they wanted. This accomplished, they began 
to threaten the life of the aged father. Before leaving they ripped 
open two feather beds and emptied them on the floor. An innocent old. 
man named Goode was captured by a band of these ruffians, placed on a 
log lodged in the fork of a tree and forced to jump, 


Another person told of the bushwhackers coming in the night to his 
home and commanding his mother to make a light for them to search the 
room for the father who was hiding out at that time. She piled brush 
in the fireplace so that they might see but when the first little fel- 
low stepped in she grabbed him by the hair and slung him toward the . 
fireplace, The next she met with a chair. When his sisters went into 
the other part of the house where they wanted to search, they recog- 
nized two of their neighbors, who ran when they were discovered. 


A number of Union soldiers stationed at Fayetteville. came out to 
West Fork one night to attend a-dance at the Dick Dye home, All were 
having a gay time swinging their partners right and ieft and calling 
"Balance all" when a Southern captain, Jim Ferguson, thrusting his 
head in at the door, yelled, "Surrender all!{" The Union officer gave 
the command, "Fight ‘em, boys" but changed to "Everybody on his. own" ~ 
when he saw the number of Southern soldiers. Mr.Rutherford said he was 
sitting on a plank across the fireplace when suddenly he began to 
choke with soot but not until all was over did he know that Lieutenant 
Huttenour had gone up the chimney. Some sought shelter in the kitchen, 
others in the cellar : and under the floor. The Southern regiment had 
been informed of the dance as they were passing through Woolsey. and 
hed sent 30 men ahead:to investigate. The Union men had been warned -to 
put out a picket but they felt secure without it. 


The Prairie Grove battle was heard distinctly by the people of this 
community, As someone remarked, the guns sounded like popcorn popping 
all day. Two runners came in that Sunday night to bring news of the 
battle, ae a 


The date of the first stage line through West Fork is uncertain, 
for the earliest stage from Fayetteville to Fort Smith passed -through 
Hog Bye, which is 4 or 5 miles west of this community, Later when a 
more direct route was chosen, .West Fork was on the line, The stage 
stand where horses were changed was located for a number of years at 
John Karnes'. The stage coach passed through every day except Sunday 
at 9 ofclock going south and back at 4 the following day. Ordinarily 
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- from eight to ten passengers were carried but "Old Jumbo" could take 
256 


The construction of the railroad was a boon to West Fork. The first 
train over the line came on June 8, 1881. This was a holiday for every 
one living with miles of the road, since few people here had seen a 

train, 


West Fork was incorporated May 1885 with the following officers: 
Mayor, J. M. Phillips; Recorder, J. A. Smith; Marshal, Joshua Carmen; 
- Aldermen: H.H.Davis, H.H.York, S.P.Sample, W.E.Shanks and N.Northern.

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The Church at Elm Springs 
by the late B. H. Greathouse 


(written about 1922 at Rhea,Ark.) 


At Elm Springs, Washington County, Arkansas, is a little Southern 
Methodist church whose influence has extended so far that its history 
ought to be preserved. About the year 1850 a Methodist preacher whose 
name was McAllister and his wife started a small Methodist school here. 
Mrs. McAllister soon died and the school was discontinued, She was the 
first person buried in the beautiful cemetery there. A great elm tree 
has grown up over her grave and is carefully preserved to mark her 
resting place. After her death the family moved to Texas. In 1856 the 
writer spent a night with her son, Rev. Milton McAllister, on Blossom 
Prairie, in Red River County, Texas. 


In 1858 the writer, then a 9-year-old boy, came to Elm Springs and 
is familiar with the history of the church from that day till the 
present. 


One of the early members of the church was John B,. Vebster, from 
whom the writer got his first impressions of the evils of whiskey. He 
had four grown sons and with their father they belonged to the Good 
Templars, Often they would perade on the single street of the little 
village, wearing the regalia of the order, and always they were ridi- 
culed, but it was the beginning of a force that drove whiskey from the 
community end there have been no saloons there for 60 years. 


Long afterwards it was the writer's privilege to assist in preparing 
the "Bone Dry Bill" for the State and as a member of the State Senate 
to take charge of the Bill and engineer its passage, 


Another member of the church at that early day was Rev. Jacob Pear-— 
son. Meetings were sometimes held in his home. There on Christmas 
night of 1865 this writer was converted and afterwards was licensed to 
preach from that church -- its first ministerial product, 


A little before the War between the States, Rev. M.D.Steel located 
at Elm Springs where he preached the gospel and practiced medicine. 
Just after the close of the war a revival broke out under his ministry 
in which hundreds were brought to Christ. He would preach Saturday 
night, Sunday and Sunday night, and Wednesday night. In this way the 
meeting continued for-months, people coming for miles from every dir- 
ection, The country was aroused religiously as few country places have 
been in the history of the whole church, This work was clearly a work 
of God. M.D.Steel was not a great preacher. His delivery was poor, He 
_ always ended his sentences with arising inflection thet was not 
' pleasant to the ear. His pulpit manners were not elegant. His eyes 
were always turned upward, Probably he did not see his audience, but 
he preached the Gospel. He used no claptrap measures, He told no anec-— 
dotes. The Gospel as preached by him was the power of God unto Salva- 
tion to many who will call him blessed on the last day. 


A faithful helper to Brother Steel was another local preacher, Jimmy 
Simpson, a converted tailor, He seldom preached, but when he did, his 
earnestness was apparent to all who heard him. His prayers were the 
most effective the writer has ever heard. When he prayed,.a hush, a 
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stillness, 2 solemnity caiie over the audience that was felt. People 
often said they seemed to feel the place tremble when he prayed. He 
always led the singing and the songs he sang meant something both to 
penitents and Christians. Although it. was nearly 60 years. ABO): ‘at in- 
tervals I still seem to hear. his-.voice as-he sang . 
| "Jesus, my Saviour, to Thee I submit" — 
"Come ye disconsolate. where you languish" 
How happy. are Rieye whe their Saviour. obey". 


One ay he was not,’ for God took him, conne into his roam, he sat 
down on his bed and need his wife to remove his boots, Just then the 
chariot swung low and he was carried to heaven, After Simpson's ascen- 
sion-Billy Pyatt and his daughters often led the singing. Through his 
daughters Brother Pyatt became the grandfather of the Methodist preach- 
ers, William end Jefferson Sherman, -now presiding elders in the North 
Arkansas Conference, and Charley Sherman, stationed at Prairie Grove, 
all of whom were licensed from the Elm Springs church, The sainted 
P. B. Hopkins, grandson of Rev. Jacob Pearson, was a member of this 
church also, as was Rev.I.M.Carter, the son-in-law of John B. Webster. 


Abner Wasson was long Sunday.-School Superintendent in this church. 
He became the grandfather of my sister's son, Rev, Alfred Wasson, who 
for many yeers has been a missionary to Korea. Last but not least, the 
inimitable Marion Nelson Waldrip, whose platform work is called for 
all over the Church, is a product of this church, 


The little church still carries on. Of late years it has had some 
good meetings led by distinguished evangelists, but they have not been 
far-reaching in results like the meetings held by the unostentatious 
servants of God, Steel and Simpson. 


One of the most unique characters in the Elm Springs church wes: Aunt 
Betsy Sanders, daughter of Rev. Jacob Pearson. She was a large woman > 
with an oval face and she always wore spectacles. She, like Stephen, 
was full of faith and the Holy Ghost. Her risibles were easily reached 
and never was a meeting held that-Aunt Betsy did not shout. Sometimes - 
when her’ ethotions began to be stirred she would quietly remove her 
spectacles and with her face shining as Stphen's shone, she would 
shout the’*praises of God, and with coherent, sensible words exhort . 
Sinners to repent. Often her actions were criticized as if she were 
acting a premeditated part, . but her critics were silenced when she, 
died as:she had lived, with praises on her lips. If she had lived in 
Christ's day’ she would have been with the multitude that met Him on. 
the road.from Olivet to Jerusalem and with an olive branch in her hand 
she would have vigorously waved it and shouted, "Blessed is He that 
cometh in. the name of the Lord!" Dear old soul, how happy she must 
have been when shé joined the great company in Heaven, saying "Halle- 
lujah,the Lord Omnipotent reigneth! Let us be glad and rejoice in Hinl" . 


Dr. Glover was another original character whose influence for good 
was felt in and out of the church. He was an eccentric man, No strang— : 
er could hear him pray without being amazed and amused, His- prayers. 
did not run true to any form,, They were not stereotyped. They were 
characteristic of himself only, © No other’man could or would have de- 
livered them, but they came from his heart and were honest and true, 
When men became accustomed to his manner they were influential and 
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pawerful. He was at his best in a campmeeting. Day and night, as long 

Bs there was a penitent at the altar, he was there. Precious old man} 
‘le know where to find him, No place will get him butthe shouting ranks 
of the redeemed, 


The history of Elm Springs Church cannot be written without giving 
some space to Billy Carlisle. He was aman of fine appearance, 
vossessed of some property, and better educated than most men in the 
community. He owned a beautiful home near the church end was a class 
leader for years. It has been said, "High temper is the vice of 
saints", Billy had the temper and when exhorted to control it he could 
truthfully respond, "Bad as it is, I control more temper now than most 
men have." Billy was a princely man, a2 fine entertainer, and his hos- 
pitality abounded. His Christian life was a warfare, out it was not 
fruitless, His son, Stuart Carlisle, made a great preacher in the 
Methodist Church, 


Cynthia Downum was a widow, not possessed of much of this world's 
goods, but she believed that God, who cares for the flowers. end birds, 
cared for her. She would walk miles to church and enter into the ser- 
vices enthusiastically. When happy she would get up on a pew and, like 
@ man whose ankle bones have been strengthened, she leaped in praising 
God, Fastidious people might call her actions indecorous but those who 
knew her best said, "It is all right; she lives as high as she leaps." 
She was closely related to the family out of which came Brother Downun 
our talented pastor of Lincoln, Arkansas, 


My father and mother were for many years members of this church. 
Perhaps. it does not become me to speak of their worth. Such men as Re-. 
J.A,Anderson will some day do that. Their house was the preachers 
house, When my mother was told that she must die, her enswer was, "I 
heve been ready for thirty years." My father simply went to sleep in 
Jesus in whom he had real faith. : 


The prayer meeting was a power in this old church 50 yeers ago, On 
Dr, Steel's suggestion, Aunt Betsy Sanders or some other good woman 
vould lead the women to a grove for a prayer meeting, while Riley Rit-— 
ter or some other good man would take the men in an opposite direction 
for the same puppose, One afternoon both sections received a pentecos- 
tal blessing. As the women were coming into the church, they were me% 
in an old field by the men, All were happy, preising God. It was a 
scene for angels to behold with pleasure, The writer never can forges 
it and would gladly go far to enter into another such experience. I’: 
may be said that they were simple rustic people; and such they were. 
but they were also a believing, praying, singing, shouting peoplc 
They did not know there was such a thing as "Higher Criticism", noz 
did they know that any man has ever called in question Luke's account 
of the miraculous conception of Jesus, They read the Bible simply to 
find the way to Jesus.

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WCHS Honors Carnahan Sisters on Their Birthday 


A most enjoyable event was sponsored by our Society on Sunday, Oct- 
ober 21, when some 200 members and friends journeyed to the little 
village of Avoca in Benton County to celebrate the birthdays of three 
descendants of one of Washington County's first families,the Carnahans. 
The honorees at this unique birthday observance were: 


Mrs, James Moore Quaile, who was born Evalyn Carnahan, Oct. 15, 1861 
Mrs, Henry W. Moore, who was born Mary Clem Carnahan, Oct. 26, 1863 
lirs, John E. Rogers, who was born Susan Ellen Carnahan, Sept. 27, 1867 


All three of these sisters were students in old Cane Hill College. 
The diplomas of Evalyn '81 and Mary Clem '83 were on display at the 
birthday perty. Susan attended the College in 1886, after it had 
ceased to grant degrees. 


Their father was Jacob Preston Carnahan,a Captain in the Confederate 
army and a long-time professor of mathematics in Cane Hill College. 
Their mother was Susan Amelia Crawford. Their paternel grandparents 
were Samuel Carnahan and Mary Pyeatte. Their maternal grandparents 
were Hay Crawford and Susan Harris. All of these families arrived in 
Washington County between 1827 and 1830. The Carnahans and the Pyeatts 
came to Cane Hill from Crystal Hill near Little Rock where some of 
them had settled as early as 1812, 


It was thus fitting that the Washington County Historical Society 
should present the sisters with "lVashington County Pioneer" certifi- 
cates, The presentation was made by Dr. Fount Richardson, president of 
the Society. The program at the birthday party at Avoca on October 21 
was as follows:

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The Threads of Family History Are Interwoven 
by W. J. Lemke 


I never cease to wonder at how the threads of family history are 
interwoven, It would take several lifetimes to untangle the threads 
that run in every direction from the families that settled on Cane 
Hill between 1827 and 1830, Many better historians than I am have fol- 
lowed some of these threads and have published their findings, Our own 
historical society has contributed to the preservation of our pioneer 
heritage by publishing such family history as thet of the Dicksons, 
Walkers, Alexanders, Lattas, Pyeatts, Carnahans, Billingsleys, Bates, 
Kdmistons, and others. 


All of which is leading up to a visit I had on October 13 from A. 
Howard Stebbins, Jr.,of Little Rock. Mr.Stebbins, well-—knowm collect— 
or of Arkansiana, had brought his collection of Arkansas bank notes 
and scrip to Fayetteville. This collection is unique -—- meaning that 
there is not another like it. Also, it is priceless, No amount of 
money could duplicate it, It includes more than a hundred items, 
ranging from Fayetteville 1838 to Helena and Paris 1907. The collec-— 
tion includes five Fayetteville items and an example of the extremely 
rare Boonsboro (Cane Hill) fractional currency issued in 1862b7 T.K. 
Kidd and Son. 


Mr.Stebbins rendered a service to Arkansas history when he published 
a check list of "Arkansas Paper Money" in the November 1955 issue of 
The Arkansas Banker, FLASHBACK will publish an article on the Stebbins 
collection in an early issue. Meanwhile, we ask that any member of the 
Washington County Historical Society who has in his possession. any 
currency issued by any Arkansas bank or any scrip issued by any Arkan- 
sas city or business firm, write to Mr. Stebbins at Box 1413, Little 
Rock, and tell him what items you have, so that these may be added to 
the list. It should not be necessary to point out the historical value 
of this information. | 


+ -But to get back to Mr. Stebbins’ visit. I had spent an hour or more 

examining the beautiful bank notes issued in 1838 by the Fayetteville 
Branch of the State Bank of Arkansas and signed by Jacob liythe Walker 
and Wm. McK Ball, and the other rarities in the collection. 


Quite casually I told Mr.Stebbins, who holds membership in our WCHS, 
that our Society would make a pilgrimage to Avoca on October 21 to 
help celebrate the birthdays of the Carnahan sisters. Just as casually 
he said, "I've got Cane Hill connections, including the Carnahans and 
the Pyeatts," Which brings me back to my opening sentence, "I never 
cease to wonder — ,"

’ As our WCHS members know, our Society is. cooperating with the U.D.C,, 
Lions Club, and city of Prairie Grove’ in the Battlefield Park project 
at Prairie Grove. Our particular job is Publicity. We have published 
two reports on the progress of the work, Report No.3 will be sent out 
the latter pert of November to a mailing list of 1,000.

This is the end of Marriage Record Book "B", It is doubtful if any 
marriage records were kept from Sept. 15, 1861, to March 1864. Wash- 
ington County was on the route of both armies, North and South, during 
1662 and 1863, If any county records were kept during this period, 
they are not in the vault of the County Clerk's office. | 

County government began to function normally in March 1864. In that - 
month George lJ. M. Reed, Fayetteville citizen and ex-Federal officer, - 
began recording marriages in Marriage Record Book "C". Many of the - 
marriages of 186) were those of Federal soldiers and Washington County » 
girls, An interesting article could be written about the romances of 
Northern soldiers and Southern girls, Many descendants of these marri- - 
ages are living in the county today. 

FLASHBACK has now published the county marriage records from 1845 to- 
1861. We would like to remind our readers that the earlier marriage 
records (before 1845) were lost. It might be possible to compile a 
list from old family records but it would be incomplete at best.

The Prairie Grove cemetery is the last resting place of many makers 
of Washington County history.The Cumberland Presbyterians had a church 
here at a very early day and the churchyard was already, well populated 
a hundred years ago. The names of hundred of pioneer fatilies who 
came to the fertile Prairie Grove valley between 1829 and 1859 dot the 
beautiful old burying ground. The Cemetery Association has placed a 
granite memorial marker over the first grave. The inscription reads: 
"Percilla Inman, died in the springtime 1831. First srave in Prairie 
Grove. Erected by the Cemetery Association 1941." 


Families who had burials here a century ago include the following:

This cemetery contains some excellent examples of the early tomb- 
“stone maker's skill, including sandstone markers with erched and ser- 
rate tops, massive ground slabs covering the entire grave, and both 
marble and sandstone vaults. One of the most attractive vaults houses 
the dust of Rev. Andrew Buchanan, pioneer Cumberland Presbyterian min- 
ister who was affectionately known as "Uncle Buck." His is e sandstone 
vault with a marble headstone, Other attractive burial vaults contain 
the dust of the pioneer Shafers:. Joseph Shafer: (1813-1887) and his 
wife Elizabeth (1818-1880), and Sarah; wife of S. Shafer (1856-1883). 
Among the older vaults are those of Mary A, West (1810-1849) and Agnes 
West (1823-1851). 


Among the many well-preserved and artistically eholetaned! sendetore 
markers. are those over the graves of Mathew B, McKinney, died 1852and 
his children; Elizabeth C. Wilson (1820-1854); several members of the 
Moore family-- who died in the 1840's; a half dozen of the earliest 
Crawford burials, including three Crawford children. who died in the 
1840's; and two West children, Alfred and Rachel, who died in 1839, 
when the state of Arkansas was only 3 years old.

Most of you know that our Society is one ofthe top county historical 


societies in the United States. We have been twice cited for honors by 
the American Association for State and Local History. Our publications 
are rated high by authorities in the field of local history. Published 
catalogs of dealers in Americana are asking as much as »10 for bulle- 
tine that we published four years ago at “1. Complete files of FLASH- 
BACK and of our-booklets are inthe New York Public Library,the library 
of the American Antiquarian Society of Worcester, Mass., the Universi- 
ties of Arkansas and Texas, the Arkansas and Kansas State historical 
societies -— and all of them paid cash, We have no free list and no 
honorary memberships. We need every dollar to keep out of the red, And 
in six years of operation -- 36 issues of FLASHBACK and 25 historical 

booklets -- we have managed to break even, 


As for tangible results that our Society's service has produced, we 
cannot quote figures as glibly as Chambers of Commerce or Industrial 
Foundations can, But our Society has been the leading factor in making 
northwest Arkansas history—conscious. One out of every two tourists is 
interested in history. Tourists mean $$$ and ¢¢¢. Our Society does not 
ask. for a free $75,000 site -- we've got Tom Feathers! office.. But we 
would like just one $3 membership from Chembers of Commerce, the Play- 
grounds Association, and other groups who profess to be promoting the 
tourist industry. Shirt factories and hosiery mills ‘are OK, but tour- 
ists will still be visiting the battlefield of Prairie Grove long 
after shirts and hose have gone out of style. 


I mentioned Tom Feathers, our secretary-treasurer. In my last para- 
graph of 1956 I should like to pay tribute to Tom for his years of de- 
voted service to our Society and to the cause of Washington County 
history. We could not have done it without him, Not only did he let us 
use his office for storing supplies, books, cuts, files, but he did 
all the mailing, kept the books, carried on a terrific correspondence, 
took care of visitors, dug up much important material, was our Soci- 
ety's county-wide representative, And kept us out of the red, My job 
was 3/4 fun and 1/4 work. Tom's job was 3/4 work and 1/4 fun. I hope 
he'll continue to serve our Society for many more years as its effi-~
